1-20 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-20 are allowable over the prior art a system for device verification, 

wherein the system comprises a profile generation module configured to provide a 
pattern profile that represents a sequence of input signal vectors with an associated 
sequence of output signal vectors, hereafter a test pattern, wherein the pattern profile 
includes a human-intelligible description of aspects of the test pattern, wherein the 
aspects are specified by a profile mode; and a pattern generation module configured to 
receive the improved pattern profile and to convert the improved patter profile into a test 
pattern for verifying device performance is not found, taught or suggested in the prior art 
of record.
